Affairs of Greece.—Pe , Clenia, July 26.—Tchar- 
Hadji-Ali-Pasha, an ancient Sadriazem (grand Vizier,) after hav- 
ing avited his forces to those of Mehemed Pasha, at Xyla, and 
ataio taken the chief command, penetrated into the Argolide at 
the head of from 14,000 to 15,000 men. Colocotrone, who had 
reached Argos ene day before him, attacked him on the 23d Jaly, 
before thattown, The first ardour of the Tarks presented great 
obstacles, but our soldiers, animated by an invincible courage, 
repulsed the enemy, who threw themselves upon Cazopodi (near 
Argos). The retreat, which was conducted zi" muck disorder, 
cost the enemy a great number of men, _) ~ 

The following day the enemy retired i preter order. Oor 
riflemen eroed them closely, and harassed them the whole way. 
In passing a part of the mountains we marched over dead bodies. 
The Torks ethoamped at Cavathy. 


The 25th, they act out.at break of day, our rifemen coutiog- 
ed to harass them ; om the passage of Camila, o corps of Mainotes 
edvanciag with impetoousty, broke through the rear ranks of the 
Turks and made a great carnage, The advanced renks, far from 
succouring them, only accelerated their pace.

Second Bulletin.“ Cortresse, near Corinth, August 8.—The 
Turks reocived within the last few days from 6 to 6000 men from 
Patras and Lepanio,, Counting on these reinforcements, they 
pretended agaia to ect on the offensive, and to penetrate again 
into the territory of Arges. The stratagem was casily divined. 
Ip consequence, we left them a free passage on this side, and 
our army all moved towards the side of Corinth, which it com 
pletely closed against them, The enemy, defeated in his calca. 
lation, came to attack us here, The contest lasted about two 
hours. The Turks were repulsed on all points ; with the greatest 
loss they regained their posts in disorder, 


“The next day, Aug, Oth, dhe enemy, who had no other al- 
ternative, resolved to force a passage whatever it might cost, 
Tehar Hadji Ali encouraged bis troops te do their dety, and put 
himself at the bead of bis cavalry, but this iatrepid Pasha perisb- 
ed in the foremost ranks, His troops fought with the courage 
of despair; at the beight of the battle a confosed murmur was 
beard from the ememy's ranks, ‘Aman (quarter) they cried ; let 
us €0 away, we only desite to quit the Morea.’

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Slave Crave. 


The subjoined Article, from an English Paper of the 5th of Septem. 
ber, shews that Taz Stave Taape contioues to be carried on by civilized 
Nations to an extent almost beyoud belief. 


That the slave trade, which long disgraced the commercial an- 
nals of this conntry, is still permitted to be carried oo by certain 
foreign Powers, is a fact which we have had ocecasion to re- 
gret. Tue extent, however, of this nefarious traffi- woald become com- 
paratively little known — the horrors te which it gives birth might ia°eed 
be conjectared, bat they would net be presented te public indignation, 
on incontrovertibleevidence, were it not for the laadabie and anceasiug 
efforts of the African Lostitation to remove so shamefal a stain from mo- 
dern civilization. The Sixteenth Report of the Directors of that aseful 
society has just appeared, and ig accompanied by a variety of important 
docements ®* We cannot but wish to assist io diffusing the information 
which is thas disclosed. Every friend of humanity must desire to aid the 
great and truly bewevolent object of the institation. 


The Report states, that from the information which has reached the 
institation from eaquestionable sources, and especialiy from papers laid 
before Pariiament : 


It appears that the whole line of Western Africa, from the river 
Senegal to Bencuela —that is to sav, from the latitude of about 16 deg. 
north, to the latitede of about 13 deg. seuth—-has daring that period 
awormed with slave vessels, and that an active and increasing slave trade 
has also been carried on upon the eastern shures of that continent, par- 
ticularly from the island of Zanzebar. 


The chief seat of this detestable trafic on the west coast may be con. 
sidered to be the rivers Bonny and Calabar. It was ascertained on good 
ruthority, By Captain Leeks of his Majeaty’s shin Mvamrpon, that from 
Joly, 1802, to Ortober, 1921, an interval of about 15 months, 190 slave 
ships had eptered the former river, and that 162 had entered the latter, 
for the parpose of Maves—a fact which may afford some 
idea of what must have beon the dreadful aggregate of misery inflicted 
dorieg the last year on that achappy portion of the giole. 


The report Shea takes a view of the state of the slave trade ander 

the different heads connected with the subject, commencing with, 
PORTUGAL. 

In this work of iniquity and devastation, Portaga) still takes a promi- 
nent part; Portagal, it will be recoliccted, is the only European Power 
that bes refased entirely to prohibit ber subjects (rom trading in slaves. 
She retains the goilty distinction of still legalizing a traffic which she 
acknowledges at the same time to be a crime of the worst dese: iption, 
She engaged, it is true, at the Congress of Vienna, to limit ber slave 
trade to ber own possessions south of the Equator; and she held out a 
qealified expectation, that in the yrar 1823 it should cease every where 
and forever. Her restrictive stipalations, however, have been attended 
with little benefit to Northern Africa, for they have continaed to be 
most grossly and extensively violated by ber enbjects: some even of her 
public feactionaries, Governors of African Colonies, have not serupied 
by their own practice, openly te sanction the violation, and to set at 
bought the laws they were bound to execute. 


An active siave (rade has been anceasiagly carried oy between the 
adjoining continent and the isiands of Bissso aged Cape de Verd. These 
ishands are used as depots for the siaves taken thither in canoes and smali 
vessels, by French and other slave traders, with the view of bemg after- 
wards removed to the Havanach or to the French West Lodia islands. 
Bat it is to the rivers which ron isto the Bight of Benio, and inte that 
of Biafrs, that the Portegernse slave ships chiefly resort. Many sach 
vessels, im the course of the last year, have been found there by bis 
Majesty's ships, completely with ali the implements of their 
creméinal traffie, and in a state of readiness to emba:k their homan cargo, 
The traffic, however, bas been bat ina slight degree checked by these 
discoveries ; for as it is only when slaves bave actually been enpparked 
that they can beseised by British erasers, the persons engaged io the 
trade, often take no pains to conceal the purpose of their voyage; on the 
contrary, they seem toexnltio the mortification to which our meval 
officers are , ina great eamber of instances, of being obliged 
by the terms of the conventions to leave them anmo.esied. 

The ordidary course of adopted not only by the 
Portuguese bat by all the other slave traders (¢atepting the French, 
whe alone parsne their trade witheot risk of Capture), is to keep the 


siaves, whom they perchase, on shore, eotil the very day on which they. 


may drem safe to commernre their voyage; and when they have ascer- 
taimed thet there are mo crebersin the way to obst.ect their passage, 
they embark their cargo aed depart forthweth to their desiined piace of

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sale. Sach, however, is the number of vessels engaged in this guilty com- 
merce, that, aetwithstanding the ficilities of escape thus afforded them, 
several Portuguese ships, lorded with slaves, have been seed in the 
course of the last vear, and condemned by the Mixed Commission Coart, 

The Directors are happy to perceive that Portugal, as well as Spain 
and the Netherlands, has acceeded to an important amendment ia the 
terms of the convention for repressing the siave trade, which is compris 
ed ia the following additional article. viz. — 


“* It is agreetl, that if there shail be clear avd audeniable proof, 
that asiave or slave have been for the purpose of illegal traffic, put 
on board « vesselin the immediate cruize, on which the vessel shall be 
captured, then and on that account, according to the trae intent and 
meanning of the stivaistions of the treaty of the 22d day of January. 
1815, and of the additional convention of the 26th day of Jaly, 1817, she 
is to bejustly detaived by cruigers, aud finally condemned by the com. 
missioners, although sach slave oF slaves shall not be fonad actually ox 
board at the time of capture. 


“ Tue present additional article shal! have the same force and ef- 
fect as if it were inserted, word for word ia the additional convention of 
the 28th day of Juiy, 1817.” 


At the C ongress of Vienna, as has already been remarked, Portu- 
gal held ont some hope that in 1823 che would entirely abolish ber slave 
trade. That ho pe, it is greatly to be feared, will prove altogether de- 
losive, as no step appears vet to have been taken to realige it, and as 
every application to that effect, oo the part of Great Britain, bas hi- 
therto been eluded by the Portagaese Government. The chief contrac. 
ting powers of the Congress of Vienna, had foreseen the possibility that 
some one State might act as Portugal has done, and might thus perti- 
naciously refase to abolish the slave trade after it had been prohibited 
by all other nations; and they dectared it to be their purpose, in that 
case, to excinde such state from al) Comniercial intercourse with their 
respective domivions, 


The crisis, thas foreseen and provided for, appears te have now ar- 
rived ; and ander that impression, the address of Parliament in the last 
session prayed his Majesty, that should Portugal continae taset herself 
in dire et opposition to the moral feelings and concurrent wishes of the 
other powers, and thas to defeat the hopes of the civilization and im- 
provement of Africa, he would ase his influence to induce these Powers 
to carry the above purpose into effect, as it would be an act of onfaith= 
fulness to their own solemn and imperative obligations, if, in that case, 
they were to rest any longer satisfied, as heretofore, with mere entrea- 
ties and remonstrances, . 


Wheat bas been the resalt of this representation or whether any rach 
repesentation has been made, is nnknown tothe Directors, The reve- 
lation which bas recently occurred in Portugal m.y possibly have inter. 
rapted the negotiations on that subject. But itsoggests also a hone, that 
the Portuguese vation, in vigorously asserting its own tights, will not be 
forgetful of the equally sacred rights of their African brethren, and that 
they will allow the voice of justize and hemanity to be heard smong 
them. Mach may also be anticipated from that diffusion of information 
on the subject, which the liberty of the P irtaguese presse will now 
facilitate, and by which the pablic opinion may be enlightened, aad the 
decision of the Portuguese Cortes eventually influenced . 


The measores which have siveady been adopted with this view, will 
be adverted to in apother part of the report. But whether theses 
measores shall or shall mot be effvetnal, it seems etiil in the highest 
degree obligatory on the great Powers who were parties to the negoti- 
ations at Vienne, to ote all the menus they possess for ceenring the 
performance of the stipulations then made in favour of the Arican 
race. Portugsl might theo be arged to the course which justice 
and hamanity require of her, not only by & recard to her commercial 
interests, whieh would enffer from her pertinar ry shonid the threat held 
out st Vieons be exeeuted, bat by considerations intimatriy connected 
with the very exisieoce of her colonial power ; for while the providces 
which formeriy belonged to Spain on the American continent, and which 
almost surround Brazil, have proclaimed with one voice the emancipation 
of their bondsmen, and while the political agitations which vrevail in 
Breall itself, most in a greater or less degree produce « fermentation in 
the minds of its black and colonred population, Po togal caanot be so ine 
fatuated as to believe, that she may cootione with impanity sannaily to 
import inte that colony tens of thoacands of enslived Alricans, smarting 
ander the sense of recent ujary, and eager to break the chaius to which 
they are stil evaccestomed, 

SPAIN. 


The Report poiats out the :eine tance evineed by the Covernment of 
this country to relinquish the slave trade. On the 27th of Anguat last, 
however, the Spanish Minister deciared that orders bad been eiven for 
the penctual enforcement of the treaty on this ewideet, and in Janaery 
iast an article for repressing the trade was, oo the motion of Count de 
Torrepo, \utsoduced soto tue crimimal code of Spaia. 
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How this article, io the event of ite receiving the royal sanction, 
when submitted with the rest of the criminal code to the King, will be 
execated in Coba and Porto Rico, remainé to be seen. The Cortes, 
however, appear te have acted io good faith ; and the whole tone of their 
proceedings is indicative of a cordial desire effectually to suppress the 
slave trade. 


Oar Embassador at Madrid, in communicating the above decree to 
Lord Londonderry takes occasion to express his conviction “‘ that the 
Spanish Government willtend us every assistance for effectually carry- 
ing into execution the existing treaties for the abolition of that nefarious 
é¢ommerce.” 


As yet, however, there bas been no relaxation of that trade in Caba 
and Porto Rico. Fewer vessels, indeed, have appeared on the African 
coast during the last year ander the Spanish flag ; bot the importations 
into the Island of Cabs, especially ander the flag of Franee, have been 
large: while the only attempt made there to check them by briaging 
one of the vessels so employed before the Mixed Commission Conrt of 
that place, proved abortive. The whole number of Spanish slave ships 
condemned at Sierra Leone, by the Mixed Commission Cort, has beet 
eleven, ot which three were condemned daring the last year. 


The Directors have already adverted to the gratifying cireamstance, 
that thronghout the whole range of Spanish America, now become inde- 
pendent, not only bas the slave trade been effectually probibited, bat the 
very incentive to this crime has been removed, by providing for the early 
and gradual abolition of slavery itself, All persous of every colour, 
born subjects of the independent states, have been declared free from 
their birth, And whatever ovber variations may appear in the plan of the 
Constitutions to be adopted by the several independent Governments all 
have agreed, that difference of colour shall not produce any difference in 
the civil condition of their subjects. Even in Mexico the Lodians and 
Africans are entitied to the saihe civil and political privileges as the 
whites. 

NETHERLANDS. 


To the Supplementary Report of last year, a detailed account was 
given of the manner in which the treaties and abolition laws of the Ne- 
therlands had been violated, by the large importation of slaves into Su- 
rigam, which had been openly permisted by the local authorities; and of 
the remonstances made by our Goverament with a view to put a stop to 
this breach of faith. In consequence of these remonstances, the King of 
the Netherlands issaed, on the 21st of April, 1821, a new decree on the 
subject, which, thongh it professed to probibvit and panish the importation 
of slaves into Surinam, did, in fact, only opent he ports of that colony 
more widely for their admission ; diminishing at the same time, instead 
of raising the pewalties attached to such impertations as might still be 
deemed illicit. 

The attention of his Majesty's Minister for Foreign Affairs was ear- 
ly directed to this extraordinary decree. The result appears to be, that 
no effectual legal check has yet been put to the importation of slaves into 
the Dutch Colonies, This starement is confirmed by a letter, dated from 
that colony iv Febraary last; the writer of which afficms, “ that thou- 
sands of new negross have been imported into Surinam sioce the Mixed 
Commission bad been sitting there; and that there was no doubt the 
importations would be cootinaed, woless very strong aad decisive mea- 
sures were adopted,” 


FRANCE. 
We regret to find, from what is stated ander this head, that the 
slave trade, carried ow under the Gag of France, has maintained daring 
the last, as in former years, its goilty pre-eminence, 


Although a French squadron has for some time been stationed on 
the coast of Africa, for the express purpose of suppressing the slave trade, 
no useful effort appears to have been made by it, While the slave ships 
ot France are to be fouad on every pact ef the coast, the Freach crgisers 
have not, as far as is known, made « single capture, Thep have 
even met with ships tradiagofer slaves abder the flag of France, and, at. 
ter exchanging civilities with them, have left them anmolested te par- 
sue their illegal and criminal traffic, Itis even affirmed, that they ace 
without any iustractions from thew Governmeat to seize French siave 
ships. The ground of this statement will be seen in the appendix ; and 
it is inserted with the view of affording to these concerved, an opperta. 
nity of coutradicting so opprobrioas a charge. 


At Senegal and Govee, which form the head quarters of the squa- 
dron, the merchants, and even some public functionaries, are still deep. 
ly engaged in the traffic. Few large stiips, indeed new export slaves 
from these settioment. The trade is chiefly conducted in amallcreft, which 
pass from the African coutineut te the Portuguese isleuds of Bissso aud 
and Cape de Verd, and there deposit their slaves; the only effect, even 
at Senegal and Goree, of ail (he vaunted measures of repression adopt- 
ed by the French Government being this—that some additional caution 
is osed in the mode of carrying om the trade. le other parts of tbe 
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appears, to be almost covered with them. 


In January last, at the Gallinas, a small river only about 100 
south of Sierra Leone, three French ships were engaged in purchasing 
slaves, a large ship of the same vation, fally, laden with slaves, having 
s ship Mvamrpon, visited ia 


Christian Majesty'sship Le, Huron, Capitaine Maaduit Daplessise, from 
whom they appeared to have received no distarbance. 


Bat itis annecessary tooccapy the time of the meeting with these 
minate details respecting the Prench slave trade on the western 
coast of Africa, The enormous extent to which itis carried will be 
found fully attested by a great variety of docnments, especially by the 
receat commusications of Sir Charies MacCarthy: of the commissioner’ 
of the Mixed Commission Court; and of different naval officers; and 
above all, by those of Sir George Collier, the iate Commodore on the 
African station, These commanications will be read with a deep and 
painfal interest. 


Bat the ravages of the French slave traders are not cowfined to the 
western shores of that devoted continent, The eastern comst, ind espi- 
cially the island of Zanzebar (of which « copious account was given in 
the last report), bave reeentiy attracted the cupidity of these lawiess 
advantarers; and an extensive traffic bas been carried on thence for 
the supply mot only of the [sie of Bourbon but eves of the Island of 
Caba. 


A vessel, with 344 siaves on board, named La Sucees, was detained 
in April, 1821, by his Majesty's ship Mawat, Captain Moresby, and car- 
ried into the Isle of France, where no claim of possession or praperty 
belong prefered, she was condemned, and the slaves liberated. The eorces- 
pondence and other documents found on board this ship, and daly aethen- 
ticated by the Vice. Admiralty Coart, have thrown a flood of licht on 
the enormities of this traffic, as it is wow carried om by the subjects of 
France. For particulars, the directors mast cefer the friends of the in- 
stitation to the papers themselves, which are too valamnioas te be even 
abstracted in this place. It will be enfficient to mention here, that this 
very vessel, Le Socces, has already made a successful slave voyage from 
Zanzebar to the Isle of Rourhon, where she had safely landed 248 slaves; 
that the Governor, M. Mylins, having been informed of the traesaction, 
had instituted judicial proceedings against ber; but that the jodees, 
whose office it was to try the cause, having themscives participaied ia 
the crime by parchasing some of her slaves, concarred io acqvitting her ; 
and that, encouraged by this impunity, she was immediately despatched 
for another cargo of Africans, and was retarning with them to the Isle 
of Bourbon, when she was detained by the Mewar. 


Nothing is more worthy of notice in this correspondence than the 
thorough hatred which slave tradets appear to have entertained for Gov- 
ernor Mylins, who hassince qutortanately been recalled, and whom they _ 
pay this sation tle compliment to accase of “* Anglomavia and Philse- 
throphy,” merely, as it would appear, because he was determined con- 
scientioasly to fulfil the duties of his office, aud was alive to the calls of 
hamanity and jastice. 


A variety of other proofs will be found in the appendix, of the rer. 
tinaeity with which the siave trade is carried an ander the Freackh Gee, 
as wellasof the empenpy wiih which its prosecation ic atmest anifecmiy 
attended. The Directors wenld more partientarty refer to the letter of 
M. Herthrir,a me cheat of Neautes, dated in Pebraary, 1631, im which be 
operly proposes to bis correspondents a participatios ina siaving ad- 
venture; and to the fact mentioned by the Captain ef Le Socee:, that at 
gee time 24 ships were fitung out at that place for the prosecution of (his 
odious commeice 

This state of things mey be considered as erising ie part from a want 
o! due vigtiaace in the public fanctionaries. [tis mamiy, however, to 
be attributed to the defectivemess of the laws abolishing the slawe trade; 
and this is an evel which it is emposmble wot to regard as chargeable w 
the account of the government end ihe legisiatere.

The Directors, therefore, feel fally that notil the laws 
of Prance shall be so fer altered as to place the slave trader in the list of 
criminals whose offeece is to be visited with an infamous pounishmest, 
little hope can be entertained of any material dimanition in the existing 
slave trade of France. Withdat sach a changeiu the law, no valve 
can be attached to the professions and engagements of the Governmeat 
of France. Its good faith will continae to be the sabjeet of suspicion ; 
and its flag will continee to be the cover for the atrocities of its own 
sabjects, snd for those of the raffians of every other country who carry 
on this traffic of blood aud desolation. 


The same view of the subject has happily heen adopted by the 
friends of hamanity in France itsely ; and they have loudly called for the 
infliction of ap infamous panisbmenton the slave trader, as a measure 
of imperious and indispensible necessity, both tothe ends of jastice 
and the vindication of the national heaoar. 


In the Session of 1821, as well as in that of the present year, vari- 
ous important discnssions have taken place en this subject in the legis- 
lative chambers; and althoagh the French Goverument has mot yet 
been indaced to fulfil its distinct and reiterated promise to make the 
abolition laws more severe and ¢ ; sithengh, oa the contrary, 
it appears to have become more reluctant than ever to adopt the mea- 
sures required for its repression ; yet good ag A eae 
from the frequent agitation of the question. tn sit te sale 
way be extensively diffused, public feeling excited, and a direction 
gives to public opinion, which cannot fail to produce in wo long time 
important results, 

UNITED STATES. 


The Report does ample jastice te the Government and Legistatare 
of the United States, for the desire they bave manifested to put and end 
to the slave trade. The activity of their cruisers has been great, and 
five slave ships, saspected of being American property ender foreign 
flags, were condemmed ia the Vice Admiralty Courts, previously to 
Janeary 1621. 


Aa elaborate opinion was pronounced by Jodge Van Ness, in one 
of these cases, which deserves to be recorded, aad will be found at 
length ia the Appendix. He intimated, that even if the ship and cargo 
iu question, taken ander the Spaaieh fieg, had not beew proved to be 
Americ® property, be would have held that the demand ef restitation 
by the Spanish claimaat ought to be rejected, om the ground that the 
trade being pronounced illegsl, and even criminal, by thé moanicipa! 
laws of Spain, sod the property being liable to cOnfiscation io the courts 
of his own conntry, ne Syavich subject conid have a right to claim resti 
tetion ia the courts of the United States. He even weat so far as to 
suggest whether a mach bv oader prieciple might net now be fasriy ap- 
plied to cases of thisweseription; whether, thatisto say, this species 
of commerce ought mot to be regarded a+ baving aitogether ceased to be 
juris gentium, avd to be treated, therefore, as wholly oat of the proteeti- 
ow of the taw of cations. 

Tee sacity with which some of the sabj-ects of the United States 
still ad to this infamous commerce induced the American tegis- 
lature, as was stated in the introduction to the Sepplementery Kepert 
of last year, to ge a step beyond any other vation, even bevoed Great 
Beit aiaberseit, ve its measures of repression Ag act has been passed, 
deciariwe the crime of siave trading’by Ameri¢an ships, or American 
subjects, te be piracy, and as seach affixing to it the panishment of death. 


By this decisive proceeding, the United States have probably done 
mack to check the cupidity of sock of their ows sabjects as could not 
berestrained by feebier means from the pergetration of this gruafai 
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crime. An example bas thes also been given te other Christian Go. 
vernments, which Great Britain, we doenbt not will be the first to 
em alate, and which we hope wil! ia no long time be followed by 
others, antil the identi the slave trade with piracy, shall forma part 
of the iaterastional of the whole civilized werld. 


Another important docament bas reached the Directors from the 
United States. Lt is the report of the Commitee of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, in the session of 1820 and 1921, relative te the matual exer- 
cise of the right of search by Great Britain and America, with a view to 
the suppression of the slave trade. This cottains « clear and 
decided opinion, in favour of the exercise of such a right, as the only 
effectnal means of suppressing the slave trade; while it demonstrates 
that ite ase favolves a0 sacrifice of national interest, oor any com- 
promise of uations! honour, 


, Thea by whieh this opinion is maintained, the Directors 
conceive to be perfectly conclusive; and they trust, will be available 
net only to the immediate ead for which they were employed—that of 
inducing the American Government te agree to the exercise, witha view 

to the extinction of the slave trade, of a qualified right of search —bat 
will serve also to overcome the scruples which coatinne to be felt ia 
France on this subject. 


It seems impossible that France should still conteod that the hon. 
oar of her fag would be tarnished by the proceeding to which the great 
maritime states of England and America submit, for the sake of an ob- 
ect, the * justness and aobleness of which,” touse the language of the 
American report, * ate worthy of the combined concern of ail Christiaa 
uations.” 


A correspondence which followed on this subject between Mr. 
Strattord Canning, oar Ambassador at Washington, and the Secretary of 
State of the American Goverament, the Directors are sorry to add, ma- 
nifests a strong repugnance, on the part of that Government, to the 
measure recommended by the committee, This sentiment, however, 
appears to be confined to the executive; for notwithstanding the argn.- 
ments so recently urged by the American Secretary of State, a report of 
the Senate of the United States, presented daring its last sersions, (that 
of 1621-1829), concurs entirely inthe view taken the year before by the 
House of Representatives, and earnestly arges the adoption of the pro- 
posed expedient of a reciprocal right of search, as & measure most desi- 
rable ander all the cireumstances of the case, and whieh may be so guard. 
ed from abuse as to be productive of little or no inconvenience, 


Oa the grounds so ably stated im this report, a resolution was adopt- 
ed, requesting the President “ to enter inte such arrangements as he 
may deem anitable and proper, with one or more of the maritime Powers’ 
of Rarope, for the more effectual abolition of the African slave trade.” 
The resalt of the negotiations which have probably followed this resola- 
tien has pot yet been made known. 


MADAGASCAR. 


Under this head it is mentioned that the treaty covcluded by Gover. 
nor Parquhar with Radama, King of Madagascar, has been miintained 
inviolate, and that every attempt to elade its beneficent provisions had 
been defeated. 


One of the conditions of this treaty was, that twenty Madagascar 
youths should be taken ander the care ofthe Britich Goveromen: ; and 
thet tea of them should be placed at the Isie of Prance, there to acquire 
the keowledge of certain aefai arts, and that the other ten showid be 
seat to Boglaad for the same purpose, This condition has been fuiflied 
ten youths are now in a coarse of instruction at the Isie of France; and 
nine others, secompaniod by Prince Rataffe, « near relation of King Ra- 
dama, cume to England about « year ago. Prince Rateff, afier spend- 
ing @ few months in this couniry, returned to Madagascar, leaving his 
compesions to parsee their education, Soon after bis arrival in Ragland, 
adepatation of the Directors waited spon him to express the grapifienti- 
on they had derived from the measures adupted by the King of Mode- 
garter for the abolition of the slave (fide and their readiness to pid, 
by every means ia their power, Wis ylen for the improvement of lis 
country. 

Tue above extracts form part of the facts and details given in the 
report. We are gied to leara that the Directors have proceeded with 
coariderabie saccess in theif plan of diffusing in foreign countries infarm- 
ation respecting the real watare of the slave trade, Mach has already 
been done of printing eeu, speeches, Ae. in the French, Spanish, 
aod Portaguese iangesget: This plan, however, is aticaded with coe. 
siderable expense, and we regret tofed it stated, that further e@orts 
of the same kind ehich are in contemplation cannot be executed ia 
covseqeence of the low state of the Bociety’s faade. Pach that has 
siteady Gren sceomplished, it apprart, mort have been left ondone had 
it mot been for the silent aad mnesteataiions liberality of some individuals 
of the Society of Priends; bat further sidis wanted, aad we doubt 
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_not the confidence with which the direetors express their persnasion 
** that the British public will never evffer sech a cause to fail for want of 
support,” will be fully jastiGed by the event. 


We have not been able to find room for a particalar notice of 
each head of the report, but we cannot withold from our readers an 
extract from the coociusion. The following passege oceurs immediately 
aftena description of the advantages which the wnfortanate Africans, 
redghed from (he holds of the slave ships, enjoy in the colony of Sierra 
Leone. 

How different, or rather how opposite, in all particulars, is the 
scene exhibited to the word in ali the provinces of Africa that ace ander 
the dominion of the Crown of Prance! While we cannot bat feel con- 
fidens that whathas been accomolished at Sierra Leone wiil have the 
effect of vindicating the mach injared aatives of Afiiea from those im- 
putations of ivferiority to the rest of the species which have been so 
unjustly cast on them, we cannot also but indulge the hope, that if our 
neighbours of France will bot beinfluenced by a higher motives, we 
shall surely shame them-out of holding forth such a hea miliating and dis. 
graceful contrast to the example of this country, as wit be afforded by 
their still continaing to diffase desolation and misery throughout that 
unhappy land. 

Bot aclaim, a strong and angestionable claim, results hence on 
Great Britain also. Letit be rembered, that the countries in Africa 
now subject to the French dominion were restored to them by ns at the 
peace at Paris; and bow can we arqnit ourselves of having made the 
restitution without some effectual secmity for continning to the natives 
the enjoyment of the blessings which the had possesed while in onr 
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Metropolitan Court.

“ At leaving the Court of Pelle, Aristotle recommended aw 
worthy of acegompanying Aleuander in his Persian expedition 
his own kiosman Gallisthanes, an Olynthian; a learned and ccr- 
tainly an honest maa, bat of a most anaccommodating temper, 
pertinaciously attached to old system of republicaniam, 
which the father of Alexander bad overturned in Greece ; equally 
daring aad inflexible in his parposes, and unaseasooably bold in 
his speech. Aristotle bimself pereeived and lamented his faults, 
and admonished him in a hae of Homer, “ that his anbridied, 
tongue might accasion hisearly death.” The prophecy was fal- 
flied. Callisihenes, not reflecting that ‘be wha bas once con- 
descended” (im the words of Arrian) to be attendant on « King, 
ought never to be wanting in dae deference te his will,” radely 
and outrageously opposed Alexander's resolution of exacting 
the same marks of homace from the Greeks, whieh were cheerfully 
paid to bim by the Permene, The manner of Callistbenes’ punish- 
ment and death is related more variogsly. thao almost any his- 
torical event of such public notoriety: bol most writers concur 
in opinion, that he met with the just reward of ile vashaew and 
arrogance,” 

Some bave attempted to extenvate the rudeness and outrage 
of which Callisthenes was gailty, in serupling to adopt the 
prostrations used by the Natives, om the pretenee that be bad) 
been authorized by Alexander himself freely to speak bis honest 
sentiments, on whatever appeared to him deeply to concern the 
honoer and welfare of the Macedonians; whereas in trath the 
gtaciogs and condeseending words of Alexander related excla- 
sively to the Republican institations of Greece, and pot at all to 
the time and place wherein they were spoken. They also forget 
that for a considerable period, much forbearance was shown in 
tolerating bis aascasopable speeches and acsccommodating ba- 
moars. Indeed itis alamentable proof of the degradation of 
every bowourable principle among the countrymen of Alexander, 
to think that Callisthenes was supported in bis condget by some

Zcclestastical Reform. 
To the Editor of the Journal, 








Sin, 

The various Letters which doring the past and present 
years have been published in your Jounnat, and in some of the 
other Papers of the Settlement, relative to the state of the Catho- 
fic Charch in Calcatta, and its spiritual as well temporal admi- 
nistration, strongly attest the necessity for some change of sys- 
tem; and shew in no weak light the feelings of the large com- 
manity of Christians who profess that religion. 1 shall not stop 
to remark apon what has been said, but proceed to suggest cer- 
tain improvements which ocour to. me, and which cannot be too 
soon adopted, if reason and the dignity of the Chorch be at all 
predominant with these who are closely connected with her wel- 
fare. Tam the more anxious to attract the public attention to 
the sequel, as on Sunday next the Biennial Biection of Wardens 
will be Gnally settled. Itis to these Gentlemen that the Pa- 
rishioners look ap for a proper discharge of their fanctions. As 
the representatives of the latter, I think it incambent on them to 
re-model the establishment of Clergymen &ec., and to proserve 
duc order and regalarity in the Church, in a manner that would 
be satisfactory to all, and be the means of ensuring the services 
of men whose respective avocations might resalt in the general 
benefit of the Congregation at large. 


The subsistence of the Romish Clergy baving its source 
in casualtics, or in other words, dependent oo Fees arising 
from Burials, Masses, ko. &e. appears to be very ill calca- 
lated for obtaining men of talent and zeal. I do not mean to 
say that Clergymen bave been or are at present attached to the 
Charch, who were devoid ef one or the ether, ia a great ratio. 
Priests of acknowledged abilities were and ere now bere, and 
if all of them have not fiiled their sacred office, with credit to 
themselves and benefit to their Mock, the cause may, in part, be 
attributed to the very low and oiggardly reward that awaited 
their exertions, The exorbitant price of the necessaries and 
comforts of life in Calcutta, joined to the indispensable necessity 
of maintaining their sacred character with respectability in a 
foreign land, must be admitted on all hands. Their case there- 
fore calls for some amelioration. 
tweea the principal and subordinates, is another good reason 
why the latter shouid be better paid then they now are. While 
almost the whole trodble develves upon them, they are remene- 
rated but by one sixth or probably one cighth of what their su- 
perior enjoys. Tdo net advocate an equality of pecaniary re- 
ward ; but think that the Watdens might lay down specific aod 
liberal sums, as salaries for the Clergymen, to be paid from the 
Fands, and that all the revenges at present arising from Fees, 
Burials, &o. be thrown into the Chareb coffers, The amount of 
these salaries can best be decided on by the Wardens; bat I 
woald beg to add that I think the Assistant Clergymen should 
bave nothing less than one half, or at least one third, of the 
allowances given to the bead of the Church, 
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The subordinate servants on the Establishment have not 
been so efficient as could be wished. The Choristers are far 
from being well trained. The soble and beautifal Organ is get- 
ting fast injared by rough and inexperitaced handling, making 
it more than a probability that in a very short time it will be a 
mere ornament. Harsh sounds are very prevalent now, and 
the discord daily heard is very little calculated to elevate the 
soal in hamble adoration to the great Creator of all. On one. 
or two occasions, the Gogers of a Master have shewn the differ-. 
ence of intonation, and I venture to say that those who “ had 
not masic in themselves,” were oevertheless on those 
“ moved by concord of sweet sounds.” A good Organist there- 
fore is one of the desiderata in the Catholic Cherch. Rather than 
see that elegant instrament brought to barbarous end, I am 
certain every Catholic would delight in witnessing a skilfai 
Player employed, who might, at the same time, be capable of 
instructing the Singers. Sach ap acquisition would spare the 
congregation the pain of hearing false notes and false voices, and 
the not unfrequent performance of profane tunes, as “ Taste 
life’s glad moments,” “Ia my cottage near a wood,” or “ Motly 
put the Kettle on!” 

The Pobries, or menial servants of the Church, are a sad race, 
The extortion practiced by them on the lower classes of Catbo- 
lies is cruel and ought to receive early cheek. It is & vile babit 
with these men, when sent to convey a dead body to the Chorch, 
to demand a sum of money from the relatives of the deceased, 
without which they will not immediately remove the corpse. 
This demand is of coarse io general complied with, and thas the 
helpless creatures experience an aggravation of misery from 
which hamanity revolts. To counteract this base od erue! son- 
duct, a person of known integrity should invariably attend at 
burials of the poor, for which daty he might receive a decent al- 
lowance. The Pobries should likewise be paid more liberally, 


A remarkable vacaum exists with respect te Spiriteal or Ca- 
techetioal Tostraction; but as a new and bappyera has lately 
dawned on the Catholic Charch, the congregation, I bave reason 
to believe, will soon have their wants supplied, in a degree pro- 
pertiened to the means at present available. 


Confasion and irregularity reign sepreme in the Cherch 
on certain days in the year. No effectual steps have as yet been 
taken to prevent their recurrence, thoagh the Newspapers bare 
often contained suggestions. This inattention is a matter of 
wonder tome. The ex of three or foar Constables ought 
surely to be of little consideration, when good order and quict 
are preserved among the people. It isa well known fact, that 
many wags ere only induced to go during the Holy Week, be- 
cause they are allowed to indulge in their disrespectfal and im- 
proper behaviour with impunity. I would therefore suggest that 
a few Constables be employed for the days alladed to, who will 
atonce prevent the aisles of the Charch being made a promenade 
by men in white jackets ; or the railings inclosing the Altars, a 
convenient place to lean over, and gaze impertinently aad mis- 
chievously om the female part of the congregation.

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Novel Circumstance. 
To the Biitor of the Journal 


At the Meeting which took place the day befere yester- 
day, for the Election of new Wardens, a circumstance occured 
which was quite novel. Three of the gentlemen who were de- 
clared re-elected, having declined to continae, it was resoloved 
to allow them one week to consider weil on the sebdject, as if the 
measure was deemed to be premature on their part. This was 
jast as L anticipated. Their modesty wanted pressing, as usval ; 
bat as the entreaties were not so argent and general, as on former 
occasions, it was thought by a few friends of the parties, that, 
in order to remove the appearance of any anxiety on their part 
to be kept ia as Wardens, they should be asked to take 7 days 
to deliberate whether they would do the Parishioners the honor 
te continue as their Representatives! This procedure I contend 
was irregular, especially as it was seen that they came prepared 
to decline acting longer, alledging want of health aod want of 
leisare. One even went so far as to say. that unless he had his 
former colleagues associated with him he could not continue ! 
The Pablic I maintain ought to bave insisted apen their resigna- 
tions being accepted, as some of them have been Wardens long 
enoagh, and have scarcely been known to take any active man- 
agement in the ostensible daties appertaining to their post. Lam 
not fond ef wagering, bat I would on the present occasion bet 
any thing, that, with all their declarations agains! remaining as 
Wardens, they will find the distinction too sweet, too flattering, 
and too allariog, to treat it with any serious indifference, such as 
they ia appearance pat forth last Sunday. We shall have the 
fiaale on Sandag next, after which, if necessary, I shall again
